T hat the Adams County Histori­ 
cal society can become "a great cul­ 
tural asset to the community and 
even a repository of value to the 
world at large" was asserted by 
Henry J. Young, director of 
the 
York County Historical society, in 
an address Monday evening before 
the August meeting of the Adams 
county historical group. 
“For years it has seemed evident 
that there is a general impression 
th at nothing ever happened here 
before July 1 
1863. 
The best way 
to counteract that impression is to 
'read, mark, learn and inwardly di­ 
gest’ your ancient records—to col­ 
lect, preserve, investigate and dis­ 
cuss them. Your earlier history has 
been neglected,” Mr. Young stated. 
He held that the neglect of the 
pre-Civil 
war 
history 
of 
Adams 
county has been due to several rea­ 
sons. He expressed the opinion th at 
York county historians were 
un­ 
aware of the significance of 
the 
western 
townships 
which 
became 
Adams county in 1800 and further 
pointed out it had often been in­ 
convenient for Adams county his­ 
torians to consult 'The vast body of 
pertinent records th a t is housed in 
the court house at York.” 
Incorporation Desirable 
Mr, Young listed as the primary 
objects of every historical society 
the collection of historical m aterials 
and the education of the public in 
history. 
He 
described 
the 
sizes, 
forms of organization and plans of 
operation used by many of the 600 
historical societies in the United 
States and Canada 
He continued: "One of the first 
steps after a county historical so­ 
ciety is organized is to obtain a 
prtace to keep its records and col­ 
lections. 
For this and several other 
good reasons it is highly desirable 
that 
the society be incorporated. 
Once a community can obtain, equip 
and m aintain a historical building 
the greatest obstacle to Its develop­ 
ment has been surm ounted for with 
reasonably good management the of­ 
ficers will find more gifts of relics 
and records coming to them titan 
they can possibly use,”

Robert D FidJer opened the m eet­ 
ing for a discussion of suggestions 
made by the speaker.

Manassas, Va., Aug. 14 (AJ>) — 


An "Invading" army with high-speed 
tanks and combat cars deployed 
across old Civil war battlefields to- 
day to strike at the nation's nearby, 
capital in a furious but Imaginary 
war. 


Twenty-three thousand men were 


arrayed in a 50.000-acre arena tor 
the four-day mock battle, part of the 
greatest peacetime maneuvers in 
American army history. 


: Three-fourths of the troops were 
in.lhc defending "Blue" army — 
Guardsmen of the 28th 
division 


(Pemisylvania) and the 29lh division 
(Virginia, Maryland and the Dis- 
Iricl of Columbia). 


The smaller force of Invaders — 


a "Black" army of regulars — was 
strengthened by the latest engines 
of war, geared to strike swiftly over 
roads and fields where the grand- 
fathers of many of the men fought 
with sword and musket in 18§1- 
1862. , 


The objective was the same as in 


the Civil war battles around Manas- 
sas. Like the Confederates, the in- 
vading "Black" army sought' to 
break through to Washington. The 
"Blue" army of Guardsmen 
hac 


orders to stand it off. 


The two armies commanded an 


area from Gainesville and Manassas 
In northeastern Virginia to Occo- 
quan creek 10 miles to Ihe soulh- 
east. But the four-day fight, which 
climaxes a training program set up 
in 1934, was hedged by rules to safe 
guard life and property. Before the 
battle, every round of ammunition 
for rifle, machine gun or artillery 
was inspecled lo guard against liv 
shells. 


No bayonets were permitted, am 


foot troops had orders to stirrende 
immediately if a tank came withir 
100 yards.

session at the capitol today. 


Informed sources have forecast 


the administration is working with 
November 13 in mind as the "call 
date" for an extraordinary session, 
to revise the state's tax schedule 
and provide additional funds, if 
necessary for relief. 


Governor James, however, declared 


he has "never even thought about 
tli day or the time" of a specia 
session, and predicted that when it 
is called he would leave the question 
of new sources of revenue "largely 
to the legislature to determine."

"In modern warfare, with the in­ 
itial cam paigns fought over the air 
waves and in the press, 
he assert­

such speakers as Earl Baldwin of 
Bewdley, former prim e m inister of 
England and W illiam Green, presi­ 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor at the three-day session.
